MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
For  the  Year  1952 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  District  has  been 
satisfactory  during  1952.  The  crude  death  rate  of  7.1  per  thousand 
of  the  estimated  population  was  slightly  lower  than  that  for  the 
previous  year  and  was  well  below  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
(11.3).  The  birth  rate  at  17.7  per  thousand  shows  a slight  increase 
on  1951.  During  recent  years  there  had  been  a decline  in  the  rate 
from  year  to  year.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  during  1952 
was  15.3.  The  Infant  mortality  rate  was  32  per  thousand  live 
births,  which  is  a decrease  compared  with  the  previous  year,  and 
is  below  the  average  for  the  previous  five  years,  which  was  49. 
One  maternal  death  occurred  during  the  year  under  review. 

The  total  incidence  of  infectious  disease  shows  a decrease 
compared  with  the  previous  year — 979  cases  being  notified  in 
comparison  with  1,191  in  1951.  There  was,  however,  an  increase 
in  the  incidence  of  scarlet  fever,  but  fewer  cases  of  measles  and 
whooping  cough  were  notified.  Six  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified. 
There  were,  however,  no  cases  of  polio-myelitis  recorded. 

There  has  been  a disturbing  increase  in  the  notifications  of 
tuberculosis,  112  cases  of  respiratory  disease  being  notified,  com-

pared  with  84  during  the  previous  year.  It  is  felt,  however,  that 
more  cases  have  been  diagnosed,  and  diagnosed  earlier  in  the 
disease,  which  is  being  largely  attributable  to  the  standard  of 
general  practice  in  this  area.  A considerable  influx  of  tuberculosis 
cases  into  the  district  may  also  explain  in  part,  the  increased 
incidence.  At  the  same  time  overcrowded  housing  conditions 
have  probably  helped  in  this  increase. 

I am  happy  to  report,  however,  that  there  has  been  a marked 
reduction  in  the  death  rate  from  respiratory  tuberculosis,  14  deaths 
being  recorded  compared  with  22  during  the  previous  year.

Water  Supply  : 

The  Water  Supply  for  the  District  is  obtained  from  the  Corporation 
of  Liverpool,  and  is  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  in  quantity.  Water  is 
supplied  from  public  mains  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Direct  to  dwelling  houses  : — 14021,  dwelling  houses. 

(b)  By  means  of  stand  pipe  : — none. 

Water  is  supplied  from  a private  supply  in  one  case  i.e.,  shallow  well, 
and  serving  one  dwelling  house. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage  : 

The  greater  part  of  the  district  is  served  by  disposal  works  employing 
sedimentation  tanks,  percolating  filters,  and  sludge  digestion  plant.  D.W.F. 
950,000  gallons  per  day.  Remainder  of  the  district  taken  by  Liverpool  sewers.

Housing  Conditions  : 

During  the  course  of  the  year  a survey  was  undertaken  for  the  purpose 
of  ascertaining  the  extent  of  overcrowding.  Houses  visited  totalled  8,000, 
of  these  585  houses  were  found  to  be  occupied  by  more  than  one  family  unit, 
and  also  173  houses  were  found  to  be  overcrowded  on  the  standard  laid  down 
by  the  Housing  Act,  1936. 

In  addition  during  the  year  all  families  on  the  tuberculosis  register 
in  all  parts  of  the  district  were  visited  to  obtain  details  of  housing  conditions. 
Total  cases  on  the  tuberculosis  register  at  the  time  of  survey  was  476.  In  58 
of  these  cases,  conditions  were  found  to  exist  where  adequate  facilities  were 
not  available  for  separate  sleeping  accommodation  for  the  patient.  Of  these 
58  cases  all  the  urgent  ones  have  been  the  subject  of  representation  to  either 
Liverpool  or  Huyton  Housing  Departments  respectively  for  priority  in 
re-housing.

House  to  house  inspections  of  Council  Houses  has  been  carried  out 
during  the  year  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  1,309  visits  having  been  made 
for  this  purpose.

Disinfestations  : 

Five  Council  houses  and  five  private  houses  were  found  to  be  bug 
infested  and  disinfestation  was  carried  out  by  the  Department.
